Of Town’s Watershed Areas

SR B and C zonings allow for cluster 
levelopments (subject to regulations 
and Planning Board approval) and regu- 
lated new construction of multi-family 
dwellings. Many of the privately-owned 
watershed lots, if developed, would re- 
quire septic systems for waste disposal. 

Both lawn care chemicals and septic 
sy stems, according to Fink’s study, can 
spell contamination for the pond waters 
both release phosphates into the soil. 
Phosphates not filtered by the soil leach 
into the groundwaters and, in time, into 
the ponds 

Algae thrive in the presence of phos- 
phates, said Fink; the resultant ‘‘algae 
bloom’’ taints the taste and quality of 
drinking water pulled from the pond. 
Fink cited records from the 40’s, 50’s and 
60’s that indicate that the water quality 
in the Andover area has changed; chlo 
ride levels, for example, have risen over 
the years. ‘‘Another thing you can say 
she said, “‘is that anytime the watershed 
gets urbanized, water quality 
down.”’ 

Fink suggested that rezoning lots now 
SR B to SRC, or creating a new catagory 
of SR D, with minimum lot sizes of 1 to 
142 acres, might decrease septic system 
use by increasing the potential size of 
lots—thereby reducing the number of 
units that could be built. She added that 
she, personally, did not feel such 
changes would really be helpful because 
they would allow for bigger lawns. “'l 
would like to see a lot less emphasis on 
big lawns and pesticide use,” she said 

‘“‘Have you considered zoning that per- 
mits sewers only?’’ asked board member 
Michael Houghton 

Replying that many of the areas in 
question will not be slated for town sewer 
in the near future, Fink said that sewers 
also invite development of land that, if 
not on a line, might be left undeveloped 
which would add to the population densi- 
ty problem. 

Fink said that the Board of Health was 
considering a measure to mandate the 
periodic cleaning of septic systems in the 
watershed area, as well as strict regula- 
tions for’ allowable distances between 
septic systems and the groundwater. 

One feasible approach that the board 
could take to protect the area, suggested 
Fink, would be the creation of an ‘‘over- 
lay zone’’—a zone encompassing the wa-

would allow residential development 
with a maximum density of one unit per 
acre (one per two-thirds ii cluster devel- 
opments). The slope of each lot could not 
exceed 15 percent, and ‘natural vegeta- 
tion’’ would have to be allowed to flour- 
ish on 40 percent of each lot. In cluster 
developments, that 40 percent could not 
include the 30 percent open space re- 
quired in the development itself. 

Fink said that she had arrived at the 40 
percent figure through studies of other 
communities’ zoning by-laws and 
through consideration of building propor- 
tions compared to lot sizes. The “natural 
vegetation,”’ she specified, should, ideal- 
ly, cover the area through which drain- 
age would flow. 

Among uses prohibited in the zone, 
according to Fink’s proposal, would be 
structures within 25 feet of the high wa- 
ter line of any body of water. Among 
uses requiring special permit, the propo- 
sal cited ‘‘ponds or pools or other 
changes in water bodies or courses, cre- 
ated for swimming, fishing or other rec- 
reational uses, agricultural use, or 
drainage improvements.” 

The board discussed the proposal at 
length, citing problems of enforcement 
on the ‘‘natural vegetation’’ issue. “We 
would have to look at specific sites,’’ said 
Chairman Margaret Bradshaw, in order 
to determine what plantings would be ap- 
propriate under the classification. 

Board member Michael Houghton sug- 
gested that the proposed distance be-

Fink replied that the regulation was 
intended to govern natural water ponds 
and pools, not constructed swimming 
pools 

Chairman Bradshaw admonished the 
board to study the proposal further 

‘‘Let’s think in terms of—if we want to 
take this up at Town Meeting, we should 
give Fran further direction,” she said 
The issue will be addressed again at the 
board’s Dec. 10 meeting. 

Interestingly enough, the board’s next 
item of business was to consider prelimi- 
nary plans for a new subdivision tenta- 
tively slated for an area within the 
watershed. ‘‘Hitchcock Farms,”’ a par- 
cel of more than 25 acres divided into 1 
lots, would be located off Haggetts Pond 
Road. 

The plan’s presenter, 
Steve Stapinski of Merrimack Engi- 
neering Services, Inc., stated that the 
subdivision would feature septic sys- 
tems, town water, drainage into and 
through two adjacent wetlands and a bri- 
dle easement for access to an existing 
horse trail leading into adjacent conser- 
vation lands. The size and layout of the 
lots would make them suitable for the 
ownership of horses, he said. 

Because the land would fall under reg- 
ulations for the ‘‘overlay district”’ if that 
zoning were approved, the board asked 
Stapinski whether the developer would 


come

consider setting aside 40 percent of each 
lot for natural vegetation. ‘I'm not 
sure,”’ said Stapinski. Then he added, 
‘Maybe 40 percent of the total acreage.” 

During the discussion, chairman 
Bradshaw noted,““You put your road 
through the middle of wetlands. Is there 
any reason why, with frontage on the 
Haggetts Pond Road, you have to cut 
through wetlands?”’ 

Stapinski cited the slope and grade of 
the land. For any other road plan, he 
said, ‘‘We would have a very large cut.”’ 

A number of abutters to the proposed 
subdivision voiced concerns about water 
drainage, traffic safety problems and the 
introduction of horses into the area. 
Abutter Ted Whitman said that the cul- 
vert on Haggetts Pond Road, which 
would handle some of the drainage, does 
not work properly. ‘It really can’t hold 
any more drainage in that area,’’ he 
said, adding that water backs up in his 
driveway at least twice a year 

The boarc agreed to visit the site and 
consider the question of approval of the 
preliminary plans at their meeting on 
Nov. 26 

The board also held a public hearing 
on definitive plans for Castle Green, a 
subdivision proposed for a location off 
Lovejoy Road. Engineer Paul Ferrante 
of Dana Perkins explained the plans to 
an audience of approximately 20 con- 
cerned abutters and neighbors. He said 
that its 10 lots will be served by a road 
that enters across from Sanborn School 
and terminates in a cul-de-sac. 

Earlier plans for Castle Green had 
been modified at the board’s request, ex- 
plained Ferrante, to avoid placing a 
drainage burden on abutters. The road- 
way had been lowered; a system of,catch 
basins had been proposed to divert water 
to an eight-inch connector pipe at Wild 
rose Avenue 

Bradshaw requested the addition of a 
idewalk to the plan. ‘“‘Those kids wil! 


walk to Sanborn School,’’ she said. 
Ferrante successfully fielded ques- 
tions from abutters concerned about 
drainage 


June Morris, whose property abuts the 
proposed subdivision, asked Bradshaw if 
the board would notify concerned parties 
about their final decision on the plan. 
Bradshaw said they would not, but that 
meetings are ‘‘a matter of public re- 
cord.”’ 

Asked by Morris if surrounding prop- 
erty owners could appeal a decision 
through the board, Bradshaw said they 


couldn't. ‘I would refer you to your legal 
counsel,”’ she advised 
In answer to a question about the 


placement of the potential road, Fer- 
rante indicated that the entrance had 
been moved 25 to 30 feet from its origi- 
nally-planned site to avoid traffic prob- 
lems with cars entering and leaving 
Sanborn School. 

The board will make a decision on the 
definitive plan for Castle Green at its 
Nov. 26 meeting

Caroline Steven Rogers 

A memorial service will be held for Caroline 
Steven Rogers, who will be remembered as the 
founder of the Merrimack Valley Textile Mu- 
seum, at the North Parish Church this Friday, 
who died Nov. 11 at her residence at 580 Osgood 
St. She was 92. 

She was the first woman to cross the English 
Channel in a plane, a stroke victim who took 
tennis lessons in her 80s, a driving force behind 
local preservation efforts and endless spirit 
which drove her to study braille and lip reading 
when she began to lose her hearing 30 years ago. 

Her grandfather, Nathaniel Stevens was the 
founder of Stevens Mills, formerly located in 
North Andover, in 1813. Her father, Samuel Dale 
Stevens, was an officer in the mill. Her father’s 
collection of cloth-making equipment and spin- 
ning wheels, bequeathed to her upon his death 
became the foundation of the North Andover 
Historical Society’s textile collection 

Born in North Andover April 26, 1894, she was 
the daughter of Samuel Dale and Lucy Amelia 
(Abbot) Stevens and was a graduate of Winsor 
School in Boston. A 1917 graduate of Bryn Mawr 
College, she undertook graduate studies at 
M.I.T Department of Public Health and Har- 
vard University Medical School 

She served as a Red Cross Nurse’s Aide with 
the Children’s Bureau on overseas duty in 1918 
at Anile de Luxembourg, Toul, France, and in 
1921. became the first women to be flown across 
the English Channel.

The issue of selling liquor to minors—one very 
uch in the public eye lately throughout the 
state—came home to Andover at the Nov. 4 
meeting of the Board of Selectmen. After a brief 
hearing, board members voted to send a warn- 
s notice—the standard response for a first of- 
fense—to the owner of Wine Seller, Inc. for a 
liquor license violation in which an employee of 
that store sold a case of beer to two underaged 
customers 

Andover police officer Robert Cronin, who had 
been the arresting officer in the Aug. 28 inci- 
dent, told the board that he had apprehended 
Shawn Abate, 18, and Peter C. Ring, 20, both of 
Andover, at 12:48 p.m. after he had seen Abate 
place a case of beer in a car driven by Ring. The 
beer, Cronin said, had been bought at the Wine 
Seller in Shawsheen Plaza. 

Upon arrest, Abate denied having or showing 
false identification for the purchase. 

The Wine Seller employee, Paul Sciuto, told 
Cronin that he had not asked for an I.D. Abate 
was a regular customer who, he explained, had 
shown an I.D. three times in the past 

Board member Jerry Silverman asked Cronin 
whether Abate looked substantially older than 
his 18 years. “‘He’s a good-sized kid with a baby

An Increase - - Why? 


Andover residents and businesses will, within 
the week, be receiving their new tax bills which 
will reflect an increase of three percent or more 
on their annual dues to keep their town afloat. 

While some may feel that continual tax in- 
creases are inevitable, there is every reason for 
Andover people to ask for a reasonable explana- 
tion as to why this municipality has to increase 
its rate in view of several factors. 

Our form of government, open town meeting, 
easily affords administrators an easy out in pro- 
viding some explanations. Town meeting this 
year, meaning you the general public, approved 
such items as additional police and firemen, ad- 
ditions to the water treatment plant, and a new 
sewage pumping station, among other items. 
Now, it becomes an easy thing to say that since 
the town wanted and approved of these items it is 
up to the community at large to bear the costs. 

That may be all well and good in other commu- 
nities, but, here, in Andover, there would appear 
to be some cause for questioning why increased 
taxes are necessary to accommodate needed in- 
creased services. 

Take the water department improvements as a 
case in point. 

Selectmen fave already approved an increase 
in water rates to make that department as self- 
sufficient as possible. Industrial users will pay a 
higher rate than residential customers, the same 
as they do on their general tax bills, which some- 
how or other says something about our industrial 
climate here. 

The same situation applies to the sewer depart- 
ment. For many years the town has been plan- 


ning replacement of the Riverina Road sewage 
pumping station. The project is now underway 
and will be financially aided by some state and 
federal funding, thus easing the load on the local 
taxpayer. 

But this project will be put up as an example of 
why taxes need to be increased. 

Five new patrolmen were added to the police 
department. The increased number of parking 
tickets and other fines imposed on motorists 
alone, should come close to easing the financial 
burden this has placed on Andover taxpayers. 

Fortunately, no one has found a way to apply a 
user fee to the use of the services of the Andover 
fire department, but the four additional men 
added to the department this year certainly 
should not cripple the financial planning mech- 
anism of the annua! budget. 

Finally, as a logical question as to why an in- 
crease is necessary, let us point out that Andover 
realized a $1,344,794,449 increase in total valu- 
ation this past year 

There is no way of knowing at this time, but it 
doesn’t take much imagination to realize, there 
will again be a substantial increase in valuation 
next year from appearances in the West Andover 
industrial area and the number of new homes 
continuing to be built here 

With all the user fees paid by Andover resi- 
dents, all the efforts to make some municipal de- 
partment self-sustaining, ali the permit fees and 
even the purchase of ‘Keep Andover Clean’ bags 
to have your trash picked up, coupled with a very 
substantial increase in valuation, isn’t it fair to 
ask why the increase in taxes?

Last week was the deadline for filing bills to 
be considered in the 1986 legislative session. 
Among the bills I filed or co-sponsored are mea- 
sures to: . 

¢ Provide a tax exemption for families who 
care for their elderly relatives at home. 

« Establish an employee pro- 
luctivity and suggestion award 4 ae 
program in state agencies. % 
Many corporations (and other ¢ 7 
states) have saved millions by ad 
encouraging employees to sug- 7 
gest ways to make operations _s 
more efficient, faster and less 
expensive. My bill calls for fi- 
nancial incentives for employ- 
ees whose suggestions are 
adopted. 

¢ Expand nutrition and food programs for low- 
income pregnant women and infants. 

¢ Strictly control computerized telephone soli- 
citations. Frankly, I would ban these nuisances 
altogether, but that appears to be unconstitu- 
tional. At the very least, citizens should be able 
to easily remove their number from these se- 
quential dialing machines and the cost of keep- 
ing ‘‘cleaned’’ lists should be paid by the 
advertiser. 

¢ Raise the estaye tax floor from $60,000 to 
$200,000. This is long overdue in light of today’s 
real estate values 

¢ Require security measures in mall parking 
lots. This problem was brought to my attention 
by an Andover resident: the more research I do 
on this issues, the more these parking lots ap- 
pear to be free-for-all zones, particularly threat- 
ening to women and the elderly. 

In addition to legislation, there are several 
local projects involving state funds which are 
high on my agenda. Working with the Board of 
Selectmen to improve traffic safety is of prime 
concern. A plan for better access into Lowell 
Junction as well as four traffic light projects are 
currently in the work: a four-way stop at Elm 
Square for pedistrians; a set of signals at the 
River Road interchange; a light at at least one 
intersection on the Route 125 stretch from Mer- 
rimack College to Gould Road; and a light at 
Waverly Road and Route 114 

The restoration and preservation of old Town 
Hall is a fascinating project, near and dear to 
many Andover citizens, and I am working dil- 
igently to obtain some state funding for this en- 
deavor. Harold Parker State Forest is another 
public facility which deserves attention. A local 
forest advisory board has done an excellent job 
of planning and advocating for trail and facility 
improvements in Harold Parker 

Participating in the Andover 
Industry/Business/Community/Education Col- 
laborative is one of my favorite local projects 
because it reprsents what is so special about 
Andover: a group of diverse community leaders 
volunteering their time to plan and implement 
programs to improve learning in our public 
schools.

Two upcoming events at the Andover Histori- 
cal Society relate to the society’s completely re- 
vised tour of the Amos Blanchard House 

A new exhibit, ‘‘A Fit Place to Live: the Do- 
mestic Interiors of the Seventeenth, Eighteenth 
and Nineteenth Centuries,”’ opens Sunday, Nov 
17, during regular tour hours and will run 
through March 5.

‘We're always looking at 
property in the neighborhoods,” explains 
Russell. If such a change is large, the 
property owner will have been informed. 
Owners having slight valuation changes 
will probably find out about them on this 
year’s tax bill. ‘We never have notified 
people of changes under $1000 in as- 
sessed value,” says Russell. 

Tax bilic will be mailed during the 
coming week for half the year’s total— 
the next billing is tentatively scheduled 
for April. November’s bills will be due 
for payment on Dec. 16. Tax collector 
Myron H. Muise cautions that bills un- 
paid by the deadline will be subject to 30 
days’ interest at 14 percent.

Andover Hockey Association use the 
Winchester rink. During the week that 
the USA Arena was closed, approxi- 
mately 70 to 80 Andover children missed 
the week’s practice. 

Tadesco, in the meantime, found cov- 
erage with the Alexander & Alexander 
agency of Boston. But the new policy 
didn’t come cheap. He now must pay 
$11,600 for $500,000 coverage—an in 
crease of approximately 1000 percent for 
half the coverage he received last year 
‘“T had no choice,”’ he said. ‘‘My back 
was against the wall.’’

Although the situation initially caused 
only a temporary inconvenience to And- 
over area skaters, the leap in liability 
costs will almost certainly make ice time 
at the USA Arena—and other private 
rinks—more expensive. Tadesco says 
that he has not raised his rates yet—but 
he can’t promise not to pass at least 
some of the increase on to the consumer 
in the future. 

Tadesco feels that his rink is a victim 
of the insurance community’s reaction to 
increased litigation and the drop in inter- 
est rates on their investments. He is an- 
gry that he must comply with the 
exorbitant rate rise in order to exist. ‘‘! 
spent half my life building a business,” 
he says. “If this continues, they'll be 
forcing us out of business.’’ Which 
means, he adds, that his customers will 
have to seek public or school-based

Tadesco and other rink owners are 
banding together through such profes- 
sional associations as the Ice Skating In- 
stitute of America and the United States 
Figure Skating Association to bring their 
mutual insurance problems to the atten- 
tion of legislators and the general public. 


Together, they hope to change the situa- 
tion somehow. ‘‘But no matter what we 
do as a unit or a whole,” he adds, “‘It’ll 
take a long time.” 


Meanwhile, Ralph Tadesco pays 10 
times last year’s liability rates for half 
the coverage. His arena stays open; And- 
over skaters practice and play on the ice. 
And their parents pay for their ice time 
at a rate that might very well be history 
by next season. 
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
